mote, rather than hinder, priv­ 
ate business activity. 
“It should be noted,” he said, 
“that the establishment and suc­ 
cessful operation of the old-age, 
survivors and disability social 
insurance system has not dis­ 
couraged, as some feared, but 
instead has greatly encouraged 
the development of private re­ 
tirement systems and an in­ 
creased life insurance cover­ 
age.” 


He said that, when federal 
funds first were used to support 
medical research, fears were ex­ 
pressed 
that 
private 
efforts 
would be discouraged. 
“This has not proved to be 
the case,” he said. “On the con­ 
tam, private foundations, volun­ 
tary health organizations and in­ 
dustry have increased their con­ 
tribution to medical research 
more than five-fold in the past 
16 years.” 
He called the program of hos­ 
pital insurance for the aged 
through Social Security a logi­ 
cal extension of the Social Se­ 
curity System, and said it was 
a necessary protection against 
possible high medical costs in 
old age. 
“The protection afforded re­ 
tired or disabled persons and 
their families, protection which 
they earned during their work­ 
ing years, is a major means of 
preventing poverty,” he said.

some of 
these studies it was found, how­ 
ever, that methods of memoriz­ 
ing a selection can be improv­ 
ed. Other studies have revealed 
that the more often one recalls 
what once has been learned by 
heart, the longer it will stick in 
one’s memory. 
You and I know some chil­ 
dren who amaze us at h o w 
quickly they can memorize a 
selection of poetry or prose or 
of unrelated items. Even grown­ 
ups can do it—the secretary, for 
example, who remembers ad­ 
dresses and telephone numbers 
and all sorts of office items. 


SOME PUBLIC speakers may 
astonish us with stating many 
facts and figures and n a m e s 
accurately, quoting from vari­ 
ous authors, naming the pub­ 
lished source of them, in an ad­ 
dress or while answering ques­ 
tions. 
Winston Churchill, famous for 
his literary oratory and seem-) 
ingly spontaneous utterances of 
choice expressions, was able, 
while a schoolboy, to say from 
memory whole pages and chap­ 
ters of prose after reading them 
once. 
One of his biographer* said 
that Churchill wrote practically 
all his speeches and then gave 
them from memory w i t h o u t ! 
reading them more than once. 


Great historians and writers 


of other factual subjects obvi­ 


ously have good memories. To 


what degree such memories are 


native or were cultivated, we 


do not know. We can guess that 


persons who remember so well 


all cultivated somewhat 
their 


ability to memorize and to re­ 
call.
